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Flag Stamp Collectors 
Worried Over How To 
Dissect Their Sheets 





B. G. McConnell of Bartlesville, 
Oklahoma writes that he has been 
interested in building a small 
specialized collection of the flag 
stamps and wonders how to go 
about it in preserving corner 
plocks of four with the imprint 
and at the samt time “T”’ register 
marked blocks of six. He points 
out that in some of the sheets 
poth these blocks can not be had 
from the same sheet and states 
that he is puzz:ed as to how to go 
about it. 


Mr. McConnell is of course right 
in that both blocks can not be 
obtained from the same. sheet. 
Collectors who want to make a 
collection of the right kind will 
have to take blocks from two 
different sheets in several instan- 
ces in order to get both the corn- 
er block as well as the register 
marked block of six. 


It must be first understood that 
if you want to collect these 
stamps in a specialized way that 
you should do it in the generally 
accepted manner so that when 
your stamps are up for sale at 
any future date they will com- 
mand the best price. 


Where plate numbers come in 
the corners of the sheet as do the 
names on these sheets a block of 
four is the acceptable and pre- 
ferred piece. A single is saved by 
some and this form of plate num- 
ber collecting is on the increase 
for it gives one all the necessary 
information, a visable and actual 
record of plates issued and that is 
the sole object .f any plate num- 

ber from any 

ew “others attempt to get 

all number positions from every 

plate. You can suit yourself in 
this manncr. 


Where the plate numbers are at 
the sides of the sheets, blocks of 
six should be kept with the num- 
bers collection. Some _ collectors 
ber on the center stamp. Singles 
with the number are also collect- 
ed but any block of four with 
number is undesirable and not 
readily marketable. If you save 
them. save them right. 

Now as for the Flag stamps, 
these plate marks of the name 
equivalent to the number are 
corner blocks, thus you want four 
or a single. Some collect the en- 
tire top block of ten stamps, oth- 
ers take the plate number and the 
T mark in a block of six where 
the T mark ccmes at the top. To 
match up a collection like this 
with the other plate blocks is 
impossible for all do not come 
this way and my _ suggestion 
would be that you save the cor- 
NMer block of four and the T 
marked block of six. This means 
pieces from two sheets in all 
cases where the mark “T” is at 
top. When the T is at bottom, one 
Sheet will give you both pieces. 

The Poland comes with T mark 
at buth top or bottom of sheets 
80 that you get an extra T block 
in this stamp. The Czechoslovakia, 
Luxembourg, Belgium. Greece 
and Albania come with the T 
mark at top only and the Nor- 
way, Netherlands, France, Yug- 
oslavia and Austria with the T at 
bottom only. As for the Denmark, 
I have copies with the T at top 
but if the schedule of printing was 
Carried out as planned, this lat- 
ter stamp should also come with 
T mark at bottom. If any collect- 
or has this stamp with T at bot- 
tom, please advise the publishers,

American Legion Rocket 
Stamp To Be Listed 
In Sanabria Catalogue 





We are advised by Mr. George 
Wentz of San Marcos, Texas that 
the Rocket Stamps used at Mc- 
Allen Texas, for experimental 
rocket mail flights across the Rio 
Grande River and sponsored by 
the American Legion Post in that 
town, will be listed in the new 
Sanabria Air Mail Catalogue. 

Two weeks ago we referred to 
proposed plans for rocket mail 
that are to be placed before Post- 
master General Walker, and such 
plans are not beyond adoption at 
some future date. Many experi- 
ments have been made with rock- 
et mail, but all have been fail- 
ures in that the method would 
not be practical for general hand- 
ling of mail. The new plans as 
proposed by Mr. Walter Bowes 
of the Pitney-Bowes Company, 
manufacturers of the meter mail 
machines, are on such an elahb 
orate scale that their eventual 
adoption is not beyond the possi- 
bilities. 

Should we have a rocket mail 
System, all the early experimen- 
tal Rocket flight stamps which 
have been used in many counties 
of Europe, in Australia and here 
in Texas will be much _ sought 
after as the forerunners of this 
mail system. We do not find 
other rocket stamps listed by 
Sanabria but we do beileve that 
some of these issues are more 
worthy of listing than some 
things that are in this catalogue. 

We are advised that these 
stamps will be priced by Sana- 
bria at $2.00 for unused singles; 
$8.00 for unused sheet of four; 
$10.00 for a cover, U. S. to Mex- 
ico and $12.50 for a cover, Mexi- 
co to U. S. Covers marked 
“Damaged by Rocket Explosion” 
will be listed at $80.00. 

The only known used stamps 
are on cover. These covers also 
bear either U. S. or Mexico air 
mail stamps in addition. There 
were 1000 sheets of four print- 
ed for both flights. There were 
1072 covers on the rocket flights 
from U. S. to Mexico and 922 
covers on the Mexico to U.°S. 
rockets. Fifty-one covers are 
known with the “Damaged by 
Rocket Explosion” markings. 





Lee H. Cornell Finds 
Flag Stamp Of Austria 
With Name Doubled 





Again a reader of Linn’s Week- 
ly Stamp News scores a find in 
some of the Austrian Flag 
Stamps in which the word AUS- 
TRIA below the flag is double 
printed. These were found by Mr. 
Lee H. Cornell, prominent spec- 
ialist in Kicking Mule cancels and 
a noted specialist in the Dom Ped- 
ro heads of Brazil. 

Mr. Cornell has some dupli- 
cate copies of these stamps and 
will trade for any other doubles of 
other countries, address him at 
1420 Garland Avenue, Wichite, 
Kansas. 

This is the second find reported 
of Austrian doubles since a pre- 
vious find was made in Indianap- 
olis, Indiana, 

We recently had a report of a 
find of the Yugoslav stamp in 
which all of the black of the flag, 
including the flag staff, the out- 
line and the shading in the flag is 
double printed. We have not yet 
seen this item but this is the 
first real double found other than 
those stamps with name of coun- 
try doubled and we again urge 
collectors to watch every color on 
all these stamps for the printing 
method is one in which it is en- 
tirely possible that an: c* the col- 
ors other than the border design 
may readily show in double print. 

Another variety recently called 
to our attention is one in which the 
flag is said to be titled or tipped 
and not in normal straight position. 
We have not seen this variety so 
can not vouch for it but we do 
hope to see it since we learn that 
it came from our own Sidney 
postoffice and is in the hands of 
a collector in a small town near- 
by.

Of Same Date Gives Further Proof Of 
Authenticity Of Once Doubled Issue 








In The Army Now 


From: Mr. Milo D. Snyder a 


Postal Clerk» at Akron, Ohio, 
comes a photo of Robert R. (Bob) 
Richardson, an Akron, Ohio, boy 
who before the war was with 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News at 
Celumbus, Ohio. Mr. Snyder 
gives but meagre information al- 
though we understand Bob is a 
Sergeant now and somewhere in 
Iran and the photo indicates that 
the service must be agreeing 
with him for he looks to be in 
good shape. 

Believe it or not, says Mr. Sny- 
der, the man by his side is a 
mailman so 0 we can be certain 
that Bob is still more interested 
in the “mail” than the female, 
although we presume he has slip- 
ped a bit by this time and does 
take an interest in V-Mail. 

Prior to the war one of his 
specialties was stamps of Turkey 
but when he returns we expect 
to see him _ searching’ dealers 
shops. for those gold and silver 
plated Persian stamps, if he does 


cover. 





For many months after the issue of the first Liberian Air Mail 
stamps, their authenticity was questioned. This is but natural when 
we consider the previous history of Liberian postal issues. 

Liberia’s first use of air mail was in February 1936. The flight was 
made with a small plane, a Waco plane which is made at Troy, Ohio, 
These planes were the only ones in Liberia and were planes of the 
Firestone Plantations Company, a subsidiary of the Firestone Tire and 
Rubber Company of Akron, Chio. The Firestone Company maintained 
a large, plantation in Liberia for the production of growth of rubber 
trees and used planes in various 


types in communicaton between 
their various offices. 

The Sanabria Air Mail catalog 
states that the stamps were used 
on a flight February 18 from 
Monrovia to Harper, a distance 
of 322 miles. It is stated that ap- 
proximately 4,000 letters were 
carried, the majority of course 
being without the specially pre- 


pared air mail stamps which 
consisted of three values made 
by surcharging current stamps, 


These are listed by Scott also. 
The Sanabria catalog states that 
20 sheets of each of three values 
W..2 overprinted. These sheets 
were sheets of 50 stamps each, 
thus making 1000 copies of each 
of the stamps, a total of 3000 
stamps. 


The Sanabria catalogue as sta- 
ted above, claims that of the 4000 
letters sent, most were without 
the special stamps and then goes 
on to say that the Firestone Com- 
pany who made the flight pos- 
sible, claim that all the stamps 
overprinted were used for post- 
age, but it is understood that un- 
used copies were distributed 
among the officials of the com- 
pany and that if any remained 
unused after the flight, it is as- 
sumed they were sold to collece 
tors. 

All these statements and the 
catalogue listing of these stamps 
are questionable. 

First, the stamps were said to 
be 3000 in number. It is stated 
that most of them were used on 
covers, yet at the same time it 
it stated that most of the four

Individual Free Stamp 
Creafed By Soldier 
In Service Overseas 


One of the faults of most of the 
current Patriotic envelopes when 
used by men in the service is that 
there is insufficient room for them 
to write the lengthy names and 
addresses that are required on 
the Free Mail covers. 

It remained for Sgt. Chester O. 
Bedell with the Air Forces to 
create a Free Label which is both 
practical and unique, and which 
embodies his complete address. 
thus saving time and filling the 
requirement-. so that the labels 
may be used on patriotic covers 
which allow no space for names 
and addresses. 

Sgt. Bedell has had printed 
some small labels about 1142x1% 
inches with a rule line border and 
uses these labels to place where 
the stamp would go and then 
writes a ‘oss them the single 
word “Free” to fill the necessary 
requirements.

thousand letters said to have been 
carried were without stamps, so 
how can we _ reconcile such a 
statement, for if 3000 stamps 
were issued and most used on 
4000 lettters it would seem that 
most of the 4000 letters must have 
borne stamps. 

The Sanabria catalogue does 
not price these stamps used on 
cover, yet it does list them un- 
used and used and gives a high- 
er price to the unused than the 
used copy which should indicate 
that most all of the known used 
copies are copies that have been 
removed from covers. This then 
should indicate that a copy used 
on cover is a very rare item and 
almost unknown to the publishers 
of the Sanabria catalogue. 

It is for this reason that we il- 
lustrate this week a cover bear- 
ing one of these stamps and 
print some parts of a letter that 
came to the gentleman who now 
owns the cover, and which cer- 
tainly authenticates both the is- 
sué and the cover. Aithough is- 
sued in February 1936 it was not 


Catalogue __ recognized 
stamps as legitimate. 

For the background for this 
story we are indebted to Mr. Lo- 
ren Brown of Piqua, Ohio, who 
owns the cover and who has with 
it a letter sent to him by a 
young man from Piqua who 
was with the Firestone company 
in Liberia at the time that these 
stamps were issued. We quote 
from the letter, which is ample 
evidence of the legitimacy of the 
issue.

“Dear Loren: 

“Enclosed is an envelope 
bearing a Liberian Govern- 
ment air mail stamp. This en- 
velope was included in the 
first Government air mail 
service between Duside and 
Cape Palmas Liberia. The 
Firestcne Waco plane was of 
course the carrier, for there 
are no other planes in the 
country” ‘ 

“Since the Government did 
not have air mail stamps in 
stock it was necessary for 
them to manu facture a series 
Suitable for the occasion. If 
you will inspect the stamp 
carefully you will find the 
words, AIR MAIL printed on 
the face of the stamp.” 

“This stamp as you can 
understand is a very rare 
item even though its origin 
is humble. You can rest as- 
sured that no one in Piqua 
can duplicate this stamp, and 
I hope you enjoy receiving it 
and showing it to other in- 
terested stamp collectors.” 

Yours truly, 
Bob. 
The signature, “Bob,” is that of 
Rebert Hilbert a young Piqua 
boy who was with the Firestone 
Company in Liberia at the time 
of issue of these stamps.

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Various Printing Processes And Their 
Relation To Postage Stamp Printing

LITHOGRAPHY 
In explaining this method of printing we are going to take the 
text of the description as given in the little booklet “The Pocket Pal” 
as issued by the International Paper Company of New York, for this 
explanation is quite simple and should be readily understood by all 
readers. In reading this explanation glance at the illustration which 





represents a 
flat bed litho- 
graphic press. 
This is of 
course not the 
complete press 
but merely a 
diagram of its 
operating 


large cylinder 
- is that around 
which the 
paper is fed 
and which im- 


presses it to the form or stone in the bed of the press which moves 
back and forth under the cylinder. The three white rollers are the 
water rollers and the three black rollers the ink rollers. Now if you 


can vision the stone moving from® 


right to left and back again you 
will understand the method of 
operation for as it goes under the 
water rollers, water is applied, it 
then passes on and under the ink 
rollers. Then the stone moves back 
under the cylinder where the ink 
is impressed on to the paper and 
back under the water rollers 
where the entire process is again 
repeated. 

The Pocket Pal says: 

Although an exact definition 
of the word lithography is “writ- 
ing on stone,” its general mean- 
ing is planographic printing, i. e., 
printing from a plane surface, 
one which is neither intaglio nor 
relief. This form of printing can 
be divided into three broad clas- 
sifications — lithography, offset 


lithograhpy, and _ photo-litho- 
graphy. o 
Originally, lithography was 


done entirely from stones. Today, 
however, metal plates (zine or 
aluminum) have largely sup- 
planted lithographic stones. 

In printing from stones the sur- 
face must be first “grained” or 
must have a naturally grainy or 
porous surface. The design to be 
reproduced must be first made 
upon the stone, in reverse, either 
by hand or photographically. The 
stone is then placed in the bed 
of the press. Here another prin- 
ciple is employed—water and 
grease will not mix. The design 
is “set” by ‘covering it with a 
greasy substance—this substance 
will repel water but has a natu- 
ral affinity for the greasy litho- 
graph’. ink which is to be used. 
This is to cause the ink to ad- 
here to the design and to be re- 
jected by the blank part of the 
stone. 

After the design has been “set” 
the sto. is moistened with 
water before the ink is adplied. 
The lithographic press has two 
sets of rollers—ink rollerg and 
water rollers. The bed of the 
press i-.o.es under these rollers. 
The surface travels under the 
water rollers, then under the 
ink rollers and then the impres- 
sion is made. The cylinder car- 
ries the paper and impresses it 
against the printing surface. This 
cylinder lifts to permit the stone 
to be moiste.ied and returned for 
inking. If metal plates are to be 
used, the operation is identical.

Another type of press used for 
lithography substitutes a cylinder 
for the flat bed. Around this sec- 
ond cylinder a metal sheet i 
clamped. This use of two cylin- 
ders eliminates the slow recipro- 
cating bed movement of the flat 
bed press and permits a faster 
and continuous cylinder move- 
ment. 


a 


Zinc or aluminum is used de- 
pending upon the nature and 
length of run. Aluminum, or alu- 
minum alloys, being harder, are 
used for long-run work. As in 
the case of the stones it is neces- 
sary that these metal plates have 
a grained surface to give the 
plate a “texture.” This is usually 
accomplished by placing the plate 
in a graining machine and rolling 
marbleS over a film of fine sand 
or othre abrasive. 


These metal plates are thin 
and may easily be curved to fit 
the impression cylinders of high- 
speed presses. 


During the past few years pho- 
tographic processes for transfer- 
ring the design which is to be 
reproduced have been highly de- 
veloped. This method eliminates 
the necessity of “pulling” trans- 
fers as the subject can be devel- 
oped directly on the metal plate. 

In lithographic work, humidity 
in the shop is an important fac- 
tor because of the presence of 
water on the press. Therefore, 
paper to be used for this type of 
printing must be “conditioned” 
and this is especially true of fine 
register work where a slight var- 
iation in the size of the sheet, 
between impressions, would 
make register impossible. 

Thus we find that the first 
form of lithograhy was on a flat 
bed press and from a prepared 
stone and that in more recent 
years a press has been made 
which uses a metal plate around 
a cylinder and which operates at 
a higher rate of speed. 

This press was the forerunner 
of the present offset press which 
has supplanted the old style of 
lithography in many instances 
because of the much - greater 
speed and the more simple pro- 
cesses involved. We will discuss 
Offset lithography in a later is- 
sue. 

The early stamps of many 
countries were lithographed, such 
as the early Peru, the Maximil- 
lian stamps of Mexico, the 1886 
issue of Guatemala etc. In the 
early Peru we find many varie- 
ties which make it possible to 
plate some of the stamps because 
of the printing defects. The 1886 
issue of Guatemala is an espec- 
ially interesting example because 
it was followed by an engraved 
issue of similar design issued in 
1887. 

I have taken considerable in- 
terest in these two issues at var- 
ious times and have often won- 
dered if the lithograph issue was 
not an emergency issue, that is, 
it was issued to supply needed 
stumps during the preparation of 
the engraved issue. I have felt 
that the order was placed for the 
engraved stamps, it was slow in 
coming through and to fill a need 
for stamps, a lithographed set 
was hurriedly made which was

Special Delivery On 
Free Mail Letters 


There has been some question 
in the past as to just what could 
be done in the mailing of the 
Soldiers Free Franked letters. 
Pvt. William H. Robin who was 
a frequent contributor to this 
paper before he went into the 
service has solved the problem in 
scme ways and sends us a Free 
Franked letter with a special de- 
livery stamp on same and thus 
shows that special delivery ser- 
vice can apply to such mail. 

Mr. Robin however states that 
he is advised by the postmaster 
at his station that such letters 
can not be registered. 








afterwards replaced by the en- 
graved stamps. 

The designs are _ practically 
identical and there is every rea- 
on to believe that such may have 
been the case. The lithographs 
can be plated in blocks of about 
ten, the differences are in the 
number tablets which were ap- 
parently transferred singly into 
the space for the numeral on ten 
different stamps and then trans- 
fers of this block of ten made 
to form a plate of 100 stamps. I 
may be incorrect as to the exact 
number, but believe that there 
are approximately ten different 
varieties of each of these litho- 
graphed stamps which may be 
identified by differences in the 
numeral tablet on most of the 
stamps. 

In stamps from the lithograph 
printings the ink is flat on the 
paper and unlike engraved print- 
ing where the ink stands up on 
the paper and may be seen to 
stand up, when a strong glass is 
used or if held at the level of the 
€ye, without use of a glass if 
your eyes are good.

A whole basketfull is due him for his splendid blast against 
those “Free French Richelieu” stamps that have been foisted on 
collectors. Mr. Gatchell appropriately heads his page, “Hello Suck- 
ers!” and with a by line to the effect that those words were immor- 
talized by the late “Texas Guinan.” 

All who know of Texas Guinan know that she 
was a famous New York Night Club hostess who 


suckers that came and blowed their money at the 
joint. 

New York has long been known as the greatest 
sucker market in the world, and it is quite appro- 
priate that stamps such as those late Richelieu is- 
sues should spring up from that city. People who 
live off of and fatten on the sucker trade could not 
do so unless there were suckers. Thus it is not the 
fault of dealers who offered and sold these stamps. 
These men are mostly in the innocent bystander 
class, they have customers all over the country who

clamor for anything and everything that is offered, those customres 
never look a gift horse in the mouth but raise a merry rumpus if 


their dealer does not offer them the junk when issued, so do not 
blame the dealers who offer these items. 

The people to be blamed are the suckers who buy them. Always 
when such items appear in the market there is a question before the 
cotaloguers as to whether they should or should not be catalogued 
Buyers of the stamps will yell for catalog recognition and if they get 
it, fell satisfied. If not given, they still hang on with the firm belief 
that Scott is wrong. 

It is a situation which can not be controlled under present stand- 
ards. We do believe however that a great bit of good could be done 
our hobby if the catalogue publishers would adopt and lay down in 
advance some rule or yardstick for the listing and recognition of 
stamp issues. One can go through the catalog at any time and point 
out many stamps that are incorrectly listed and classified and this 
holds true for our own United States issues as well as for many of 
foreign countries. There has apparently been no set rule which the 
cataloguers follow but it would be a desirable situation if there were 
such a rule. 

Last week we pointed out that one subscriber wanted us to 
start a crusade against reprints. We further pointed out that nu- 
merous of the United States stamps which are held and _ prized 
highly by collectors were nothing else but reprints. Some of them, 
if they had been issued by some small countries, before Jim Farleys 
regime would have been given a very black mark but since we 
recognized Farleys Follies we had to accept the same from Cuba 
and any other country now has an open invitation to rock collectors 
in the same manner. 

For a brief review of our own sucker issues let us first con- 
sider the so called reissues of the 5c and 10c 1847 which previous 
to recent years were listed by Scott as Reprints, when as a matter 
of fact they were government imitations, made from new plates 
which are not identical with the originals. Scott now calls them “Re- 
producions”, Then there are the issues known as “Special Printings”. 
These are all Government Reprints. In recent years we have some 
other items that smell, possibly more than I can mention from mem- 
ory but do not forget that the entire 20 stamps known as the Farleys 
are all reprints, made.especially at the demand of collectors. Also if 
you know about it, the 10e Lindbergh Air Mail stamp was specially 
reprinted to have a supply for sale at the last big International Ex- 
hibition in New York and this at a time when our air mail letter 
rate was 6c and not 5c or 10c for double rate. 

There may be more of such issues but we do not recall them. In 
the case of the latter mentioned stamp there is no way by which the 
reprint can be told from the original so that there is no possible 
distincton in listng it but in all the other items, the reprints can be 
told and if we want to get right down to actual facts we could have 
them listed as reprints and not as “Special Printings” as they are 
now shown. The word reprints would probably make them seem 
worse than they are yet we do not believe it would in any way af- 
fect the market on the material. : 

The whole point of this editorial is that we ought to be big enough 
to take it by having all stamps listed for what they are. We could 
then collect as we do now, collect what we wish and there would 
be no difference except that we would have the facts before us and 
new collectors would have the facts before them. 

In issues such as these later Richelieu stamps, there should be 
some definite black mark listing applied, then let the collector use 
his own judgement. We believe that if the cataloguers would set 
down some standard for entry into catalague listing of any and all 
stamps that there might be some lessening in demand for this quest- 
tionable material when issued. It should be evident to any thinking 
person that stamps such as these are trash and their origin, their 
right to be recognized as stamps of any government is questionable 
and it is eutirely possible that demand on the part of collectors 
of France, after this war may make the new French Government 
repudiate them entirely. If that were done, the suckers will hold 


the bag as they should.

One of the best indications of 
the enormous growth of air -mail 
is the faet that in 1942 fiscal year 
but 33,000,000 air mail envelopes 
were issued to postmasters. By 
1943 the number jumped to 207,- 
000,000 and the 1944 fiscal year 
is expected to consume well over 
400,000,000 such envelopes. This 
enormous increase is due primar- 
ily to the war and overseas use 
of air mail letters to and from 
service men. All the time the 
government has been begging 
the public to use lightweight en- 
rvelopes yet they still insist on 
seliing the heavy ones at the Post- 
offices. 

In airmail stamps 1942 consum- 
ed 252,000,000 while in 1943 the 
total was 899,000,000 and it is ex- 
pected the 1944 total will run 
well over a billion of those stamps.

The Charter Oak was for many 
years Hartford’s leading land- 
mark.

The 3c—Charter Oak—appear- 
ed on April 26, 1935, in shades 
of purple and red lilac, rotary 
press, perf. 11, no wmk., and the 
first order was for 175,000,000 of 
the stafnps. A second order for 
an additional 25,000,000 stamps 
was made, thus increasing the 
total printing to 100,000,000 
stamps. Plates certified for use 
were 21391 to 21396, and on 
plate 21395 stamps with the 
crossmark on the “c” of the right 
hand “3c” have already been re- 
ported as defective.

on sale at the Agency on May 
27th. First day covers are re- 
ported as 217,890, and for the 
first time two publications sent 
out large amounts of advertising 
in these covers. 

The Postoffice Department 
booklet on United States stamps 
gives the figures for stamps ac- 
tually issued as 70,726,800 so we 
must presume that the above 
figure of 100 million is incorrect 
and that almost 30 million of the 
stamps were finally destroyed.
